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Funds flood in 
for pilot’s family 

More than £32,000 raised in just five days to help daughter 
of US airman and ‘amazing’ father who died in tragic crash 


A FUND started for the 
daughter of a pilot who was 
killed in a jet crash after tak¬ 
ing off from RAF Lakenheath 
last week has raised £32,500, 
almost $50,000, in just five 
days. 

Major Taj Sareen, 34, a 
Marine pilot for the Fighter 
Attack Squadron 232, died 
when his FA-18 Hornet 
came down in Redmere, 
near Shippea Hill and half¬ 
way between Ely and Laken¬ 
heath. 

The crash happened at 
about 10.30am last Wednes¬ 
day while Major Sareen was 
flying with five other planes, 
all of which had taken off 
from the Lakenheath base 
that morning. 

He leaves behind a young 
daughter, lade, and a fund 
started by a family friend has 
attracted donations from 
around the world. 

Annie Driscoll, who said 
she met Maj Sareen when 
they trained as pilots togeth¬ 
er in 2005, said on the page: 
“In lieu of sending flowers 
this is a way to reach direct 
to his beautiful daughter 
fade. 

“These funds may go to 
college or perhaps as Taj 
would love, her first car. 

“As important, this is to 
also serve as away for people 
to tell jade about the amaz¬ 
ing man her father was, to 
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teach her about his incred¬ 
ible character and allow his 
story to live on through her. 

“Thank you ahead of 
time and fade I hope this 
opens your heart to meet 
your father the way we 
knew him.” 

The page has since at¬ 
tracted donations from lo¬ 
cal people to the Suffolk 
and Cambridgeshire area, 
as well as people who knew 
Maj Sareen from his work. 

One comment, apparent¬ 
ly from fade’s mum Lindsey 
Suzanne Collins, said: “I 
can not express enough 
gratitude for even setting 
this page up. 

“fade is such a beautifully 
blessed little girl. 

“I hate that she will be 
growing up without her 
father, but I know we will 
have so many stories for 
her over the years. 

“Thank you everyone for 
the love and support you’ve 
shown already. I am utterly 
overwhelmed. 

“Nothing will bring back 
my daughter’s daddy, but

we can help her know the 
incredible man he was.” 

Maj Sareen was returning 
with his squadron from a 
six-month deployment with 
Operation Inherent Resolve, 
the US mission against Is¬ 
lamic State in Iraq and Syria 
and had just taken off from 
RAF Lakenheath. 

Major General Michael 
Rocco, commanding general 
of 3rd Marine Aircraft Wing, 
said: “Our thoughts and 
prayers are with the family, 
friends and fellow Marines 
of Maj Sareen and we are 
currently providing support 
to those affected by this trag¬ 
ic incident.” 

Maj Sareen, from Hillsbor¬ 


ough, California, had won 
two achievement awards 
and an Air Medal, as well as 
doing a tour of duty in Af¬ 
ghanistan in 2010. 

His plane was said to have 
encountered problems with 
refuelling shortly before the 
crash, but the US Marine 
Corps could not confirm this. 

The remaining five FA-18 
Hornets were diverted to the 
RAF Lossiemouth airfield in 
Scotland after the crash. 

Patrick Turner, 72, of Red- 
mere, said: “I was outside in 
my shed and heard an air¬ 
craft coming over. 

“All of a sudden all hell 
broke loose. The noise was 
terrible - I’ve never heard 
that before. I looked up to 
the sky but it was so foggy. 


“The pilot bailed out and 
I saw the parachute coming 
down.” 

Mr Turner, who lives 
across the field from the site, 
described a “massive fire¬ 
ball”, adding: “The hames 
were huge. 

“There was no way anyone 
was getting out of that alive. 
It’s certainly not the sort of 
thing you expect on your 
doorstep. It was like some¬ 
thing from a film.” 

Donations are still being 
accepted on the Taj Sareen 
Memorial Fund page, with 
the aim to raise $100,000 for 
Maj Sareen’s family. 

A total of 664 people 
have donated so far.

great Great Dane 


MEETING bundling ball of 
energy Bailey now, you’d 
never know he was fighting 
for life with a heart condi¬ 
tion just months earlier. 

The Great Dane puppy, 
who is now 10 months old, 
was rushed to the vets when 
he was just nine weeks old 
after his new owner found 
he wasn’t able to swallow or 
digest food. 

His owner, Linda Walker, 
said Bailey was just a “bag 
of bones” and couldn’t keep 
down any solid foods when 
she brought him home in 
January. 

He was rushed to their 
local vets who sent him to 
Dick White Referrals in Six 
Mile Bottom where he was 
found to have a Persistent 
Right Aortic Arch, causing 
the oesophagus to be com¬ 
pressed, and needed life¬ 
saving surgery to have it 
widened. 

Linda said: “Bailey 

was the last in the litter 
and he was extremely small. 
I knew Great Dane puppies 
should be chunky things 
but he was just a bag of 
bones.

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“When I brought him 
home and gave him his 
first lot of food, he cried. 
You could see there was 
a pouch in his oesopha¬ 
gus where it just wasn’t 
going down. 

“It was very touch and go 
for a long time and I thought 
we were going to lose him.” 

Linda rushed Bailey, who 
weighed just 3.9kg, to Dick 
White Referrals from her 
home in King’s Lynn. 

Veterinary surgeon Pieter 
Nelissen confirmed Bailey 
had a Persistent Right Aortic 
Arch, which Linda’s local vet 
told her was the first case he 
had seen in his 24-year ca¬ 
reer. 

A tiny Bailey was taken in 
for surgery, involving cut¬ 
ting the oesophagus to wid¬ 
en it. But the news wasn’t 
good and the problem per¬ 
sisted. 

“It was a choice between 
putting him to sleep or we 
try the operation again,” 
Linda said. 


“When I heard it hadn’t 
worked it was like being hit 
in the face.” 

The tiny pup went 
through the whole ordeal 
of surgery again and, after 
six months of being spoon 
fed by ward staff and Lin¬ 
da, Bailey soon began to 
bounce back. 

And Monday, Bailey re¬ 
turned to Dick Whites as a 
48kg bag of energy to meet 
his surgeon and staff for a 
party. 

“He is now a normal Great 
Dane,” Linda said. “Every 
week people say how much 
he’s grown and he still has a 
lot of growing to do. 

“I can’t thank Pieter 
and the Dick Whites team 
enough for what they did 
for him. My vet, The Cross¬ 
ings in Downham Market, 
also acted very quickly and 
knew that it was something 
that needed special care.” 

Bailey was greeted with 
a stream of people to wel¬ 
come him back to the clinic 
yesterday, where surgeon 
Pieter said it was “very nice” 
to see him back and doing 
so well.

Don Gibbs, 70, has been 
a tailor for prestigious firm 
Anderson and Sheppard since 
he was 15.

And now his granddaughter, 
Alicia Pile, 16, is about to 
start her apprenticeship with 
Anderson and Sheppard too. 

Grandfather-of-four and 
father-of-two Don said: 
"Anderson and Sheppard 
want to take Alicia on as an 


apprentice, which is great, 
and it certainly makes me feel 
proud. 

"I'll be her mentor so I'll be 
teaching her everything in my 
workshop in Littleport over 
the next five years. 

"That's the beauty of the 
job, and I suppose why I 
haven't retired yet - it's a 
home-based job on London 
wages." 

Don, who lives with wife, 
Gillian, said: "I started my 
apprenticeship when I was 15 
and I've been a Savile Row 
tailor ever since I qualified. 

"I tell a lie, I was a painter 
and decorator for about a 
year and a half during the first

£100,000 of funds 
for railway station 


THE railway station in New¬ 
market is set to benefit from 
£100,000 in funding as part 
of a partnership project. 

Abellio Greater Anglia,

bought online can also be 
collected. 

Platforms will be jet- 
washed and the edging has 
been repainted. 

Hanging baskets and 
planters will be installed on 
the platforms. 

Amy Starkey, regional 
director of Jockey 
Club Racecours¬ 
es, said: “New¬ 
market Race¬ 
courses and 
Tattersalls are 
delighted to be 
making a signifi¬ 
cant contribution 
to improvements to 
Newmarket railway station 
as we strive to create a warm 
welcome to passengers ar¬ 
riving at the Home of Horse 
Racing. 

“Newmarket is at the 
centre of the horse racing 
and bloodstock industries, 
which are major employers 
and investors in this part of 


East Anglia, and we want to 
celebrate this long history 
and heritage on our railway 
network. 

“This is a step forward as 
we seek to continue the im¬ 
provements to Newmarket’s 
environment.” 

The £100,000 of work will 
also see the car park re¬ 
paired and relined, and 
landscaping on the ap¬ 
proach to the station 
will be improved. 

Abellio Greater An¬ 
glia’s area customer 
service manager, James 
Steward, said: “This is a 
significant upgrade to New¬ 
market station which will 
create an improved ambi¬ 
ence and pleasant station 
environment for our cus¬ 
tomers.

Shots ‘could have been 
fired from inside the car’

SHOTS that killed a man on 
New Year’s Day could have 
been fired from inside the 
vehicle he was travelling in, 
a court has heard. 

Mark Mosley, 43, ap¬ 
peared at Cambridge Crown 
Court on Friday. He denies 
murdering Jessie Smith, 36, 
pictured below, outside the 
Mosley home at a travellers’ 
camp in First Drove, Bur- 
well, on January 1. 

He also denies the at¬ 
tempted murder of Mr 
Smith’s nephew, Paul Ram- 
bo Smith. 

Mr Smith was killed by a 
shotgun blast, delivered at 
point-blank range, in the 
back of the chest. He was 
pronounced dead less than 
three hours into the new 
year. 

The court had previously 
heard that Mr Smith, his 
nephew, Rambo, and other 
family members, went to 
the Mosley home looking to 
participate in a bare-knuck- 
le fist fight in response to an 
assault that had taken place 
earlier in the evening at the 
Comrades Club in Soham. 

The shot was delivered ei¬ 
ther as Mr Smith attempted 
to climb into a Mitsubishi 
Shogun that was parked 
outside the travellers’ camp 
in First Drove, or when Mr 
Smith was already inside the 
car. 

Giving evidence, foren¬ 
sic scientist and ballistics 
expert Mark Mastaglio told 
the court the shots may 
have come from inside the 


vehicle, making it less likely 
Mosley had fired the fatal 
shot. 

John Black, for the de¬ 
fence, told the court a 3D 
simulation of the Shogun 
that the ballistics team had 
put together to map the 
course of the shots fired on 
the night, showed it was un¬ 
clear whether the shots had 
been fired inside the vehicle 
or from outside it, through a 
window. 

Mr Mastaglio said: “From 
a ballistic perspective, it 
could have been either.” 

Mr Mastaglio told the 
court shotguns, particularly 
sawn-off shotguns - the type 
witnesses say was used in 
the shooting - are difficult 
to fire accurately and hard 
to handle. 

He said: “If you are fool¬ 
ish enough to fire a sawn-off 
shotgun from the shoulder, 
it would be particularly haz¬ 
ardous. They tend not to be 
controllable. 

“The lighter the gun, the 
greater the recoil. With a

Woman's 
legs caught 
in industrial 
grass cutter 


A WOMAN is in hospital in 
Cambridge after her legs be¬ 
came caught in an industrial 
grass cutter. 

Magpas Helimedix flew to 
the scene in Isleham Road, 
Fordham after the horrific 
accident on Saturday after¬ 
noon. 

The Magpas Air Ambulance, 
carrying Dr Raluca Ionescu 
and paramedic Chris Hawkin, 
landed in a field at 1.53pm. 

They sedated the woman, 
who is in her 50s, and put 
measures in place to protect 
her injuries, providing en¬ 
hanced A&E level care at the 
scene. 

The team then accompa¬ 
nied the patient, who was in 
a stable condition, in a land 
ambulance to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. 

Magpas said the helicopter 
team included pilot Dan Vick¬ 
ers and crew member Steve 
Hunwicks. 

Two East of England Ambu¬ 
lance Service paramedic crews 
were also present to help treat 
the woman. 

No further details have been 
released about how the inci¬ 
dent happened. 



sawn-off gun, you are taking 
a lot of metal away so, when 
you fire it, you have got to 
hold on tight.” 


Mr Black asked Mr Mast¬ 
aglio whether there would 
be a significant difference in 
the sound a shotgun made 
when it went off in an en¬ 
closed environment as op¬ 
posed to being discharged 
in the open air. 

Mr Mastaglio said: “In a 
confined space, you get a 
more muffled sound than 
you would if the gun was 
fired in the open air.” 

The court heard that, after 
he died, Mr Smith was found 
with shotgun cartridges in 
his jacket pocket. 

The trial continues.

350 homes planned for Burwell are 
'groundbreaking', says county council 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE County 
Council has hailed its plans 
for 350 homes in Burwell as 
"groundbreaking". 

As the News reported last 
week, and in a first for the 
county council, the authority 
has submitted plans for the 
home and a sports hub to 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

Despite "mixed reaction" 
from local residents, the 
county council says the 
plans are "designed to 
meet the needs of the 
local community" and will 
be "designing the homes 
flexibly" so that they can be 
altered "with the minimum 
amount of work". 

It says this will allow 
them to be changed, such 
as adding a shower on the 



ground floor, if needed in 
the future. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Councillor Steve Count, 
pictured, leader and 
chairman of the general 
purposes committee, 
said: "This is a real first in 
many ways. We are using 
our farmland to develop 


housing that is designed to 
support the growing needs 
of the local residents and 
community. 

"Not only is the intention 
that these homes will be 
flexible enough to change to 
meet the needs of residents 
but there will also be a mix 
of homes to meet the local 
needs. 

"We have also listened 
to the parish council and 
residents to include land 
for a new sports hub which 
will provide vital facilities 
and complement our public 
health goals. But importantly 
it also means the income 
generated from this site 
will support frontline 
services rather than going to 
developers but will continue 
for years to come."

THE oldest known church in 
Newmarket has been given 
a grant of £73,500 from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund to 
make repairs to its roof. 

St Mary’s Church in New¬ 
market, pictured right, which 
is thought to date back to the 
13th century, was awarded 
the funding to re-roof the 
nave of the church. 

The project is also being 
supported by the Suffolk 
Historic Churches Trust and 
other funders, and was given 
its cash under the Grants of 
Places of Worship funding. 
The pledge is part of the Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund’s support 
for the UK’s local, regional 
and national heritage. 

A spokesman for the Herit¬ 
age Lottery Fund said: “Their 
main work is reslating the 
roof with new and salvaged 
tiles, as well as stone work. 

“The church is a prior¬ 



ity based on the level of risk 
which is decided from His¬ 
toric England’s advice.” 

As part of the work, which 
will commence in the com¬ 
ing weeks, drop in sessions 
will be held with the contrac¬ 
tors to “expand the knowl¬ 
edge” about the building 
work. 

They will also be inviting 
students from Anglia Ruskin 
University to hear about the 


work and get “first hand ex¬ 
perience of repair works”. 

Part of the church was first 
rebuilt in the 15th century 
where it underwent “major 
reconstruction”. 

Local MP Matthew Han¬ 
cock welcomed the news of 
the cash grant. He said: “It 
is great news that St Mary’s 
Church has been awarded 
this sum of money from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. 

“It is incredible to think the 
church dates back to the 13th 
century and I am pleased 
this much needed sum of 
money will help towards the 
upkeep of this historic place 
of worship. 

“The church is a central 
part of our community in 
Newmarket and I know that 
parts of the building which 
were last reconstructed in 
the 1400s are in need of con¬ 
tinuing funding. 

“I hope that this grant 
plays a role in ensuring it can 
be used by future genera¬ 
tions for many more years to 
come.”

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BRADBURY INVESTIGATION 


Chaperone policy 
was ‘inadequate’ 


PAEDOPHILE doctor Myles 
Bradbury “manipulated the 
appointments system” and 
chaperone policies in order 
to carry out abuse of young 
cancer patients, an investi¬ 
gation has found. 

The report published by 
Verita, examined govern¬ 
ance arrangements in the 
paediatric haematology 
and oncology services at the 
hospital to see whether 
Bradbury’s abuse could have 
been prevented or identified 
earlier before a concern was 
raised in November 2013. 

Bradbury, of Herringswell, 
who was described by a 
judge as one of the worst 
paedophiles he had ever 
seen, was jailed after plead¬ 
ing guilty to more than 20 
offences, including sexual 
assault, voyeurism and pos¬ 
sessing more than 16,000 in¬ 
decent images of boys aged 
between 10 and 16. 

Victims suffered from leu¬ 
kaemia or other conditions 
and some have since died. 

Bradbury filmed some

using a spy pen and abused 
others behind a curtain. 

The report found that “no 
member of staff had sus¬ 
pected Myles Bradbury of 
unprofessional, let alone 
criminal behaviour” and the 
trust responded “promptly, 
effectively and in accord¬ 
ance with its own safeguard¬ 
ing policy and national 
guidelines as soon as a con¬ 
cern was raised.” 

But it said although no in¬ 
dividual failings were found, 
“the one policy that was 
clearly inadequate was the 
chaperone policy”. 

The report said the hospi¬ 
tal had a rule where a chap¬ 
erone was required during 
an intimate examination for 
children under 14 but Brad¬ 
bury ignored it and relied on 
it being a busy department. 

“Dr Bradbury manipu¬ 
lated the appointments 
system, and the chaperone 


transition policies to a con¬ 
siderable extent,” the report 
said. “Some of this manipu¬ 
lation was noticed by col¬ 
leagues but they did not see 
it as manipulation and ac¬ 
cepted Dr Bradbury’s expla¬ 
nations of his conduct. 

“The policy at the time Dr 
Bradbury was working at the 
trust was not sufficiently ro¬ 
bust, was not enforced, was 
not monitored and was not 
understood by families.” 

The report also revealed 
staff noticed that Bradbury 
was reluctant to have medi¬ 
cal students when he saw 
patients, saying he was too 
busy. A series of recommen¬ 
dations, including tighten¬ 
ing up chaperone policies, 
making families aware of 
them, and changing the 
way some appointments 
are booked have now been 
made.
